Committee  on  Our  Relations  With 
Other  Unions. 

Our  existence  as  a  society  on  this  con¬ 
tinent  has  been  of  a  very  feeble  character. 
We  have  at  length  awakened  to  the  fact 
that  if  our  life  is  to  become  developed 
our  course  of  action  must  necessarily 
be  of  a  more  aggressive  character. 

Since  1893  our  Society  has  been  sev¬ 
eral  times  discriminated  against,  in  a 
very  aggravated  form,  by  sectional 
unions,  which  seek  to  enroll  members 
who  are  eligible  for  our  ranks. 

Your  committee,  while  deploring  these 
sources  of  friction,  would  suggest : 

1st.  That  districts  of  our  union  should 
affiliate  with  the  local  central  bodies  of 
the  A.  L.  U.  and  where  such  bodies 
are  not  under  the  charter  of  the  A.  L. 
U.  our  branches  should  seek  the  union  of 
other  societies  to  establish  such. 
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2nd.  That  we  would  advise  a  more 
intimate  acquaintance  or  friendship 
should  be  cultivated  in  workshop  inter¬ 
course,  as  we  hold  conclusive  evidence 
that  the  ill-feeling  is  not  present  with 
the  ordinary  membership,  but  is  an  intro¬ 
duction  from  the  officials  of  the  unions. 

3rd.  That  the  A.  &  C.  C.  be  empower¬ 
ed  to  submit  to  our  membership  the  ad¬ 
visability  of  establishing  a  legal  defence 
fund. 

4th.  That  in  cases  where  disputes 
may  arise  that  district  committees  and 
committees  appointed  by  the  I.  A.  of  M. 
should  be  appointed  to  confer,  and  re¬ 
move  if  possible  the  cause  of  friction.

Second,  that  Canada  should  be  worked 
from  Quebec  to  Vancouver  and  along  the 
west  coast  by  our  organizer  as  soon  as 
possible,  as  it  offers  the  most  promising 
field  at  present  to  build  up  our  society. 

Third,  that  we  need  more  organizers, 
as  is  embodied  in  our  new  proposition  to 
rule. 

Fourth,  that  branches  should  have  a 
special  live  organization  committee  of 
not  less  than  three,  who  would  devote 
what  time  they  could  to  securing  new 
members,  visiting  old  members  who  are 
becoming  lukewarm  or  are  in  arrears 
of  dues: 

Fifth,  that  propaganda  documents 
should  be  issued  to  supply  all  branches 
and  members  with  the  same,  and 
branches  are  requested  to  distribute  them 
and  not  leave  them  in  branch  boxes. 

Sixth,  that  we  recommend  to  our  mem¬ 
bers  the  American  Labor  Union  Journal 
and  that  we  request  A.  and  C.  Council 
to  submit  to  a  vote  of  the  members  the 
advisability  of  subscribing  for  it,  so  that 
we  can  get  it  at  greatly  reduced  rates 
and  get  an  official  column  every  week, 
said  paper  to  be  delivered  at  member’s 
home  every  week  and  cost  not  more  than 
40  cents  per  year.

(e)  In  case  such  members  transfer 
from  such  conditions  of  employment  back 
to  the  trade  he,  on  notice  being  given  to 
his  Branch  Secretary,  shall,  on  payment 
of  full  contributions  for  three  months, 
be  entitled  to  full  benefits.

MONTREAL,  CANADA. 

There  shall  be  a  registrar  in  Montreal, 
Canada,  who  shall  be  recommended  by 
the  members  of  that  district,  and  elected 
by  the  A.  and  C.  C. ;  his  duty  shall  be 
to  have  such  branch  supplies  printed  for 
Canadian  branches  as  the  A.  and  C.  C. 
may  desire,  also  receive  all  imported 
branch  supplies  and  distribute  same  to 
all  branches  through  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  The  vacant  books  shall  be  kept 
at  his  home,  and  all  members  arriving  in 
Montreal  will  be  directed  by  him  as  to 
the  best  place  to  find  work.  He  shall 
receive  as  compensation  $40  per  year, 
necessary  postage  and  other  legitimate 
cost  of  the  work  performed.  If  obliged 
to  lose  time  he  shall  be  paid  same  rates 
as  when  at  work.  All  expense  accounts 
to  be  submitted  to  the  A.  and  C.  C.  for 
approval,  excepting  salary,  which  shall 
be  paid  quarterly  by  Montreal  No.  1 
branch  as  well  as  all  other  expenses 
when  approved  by  A.  and  C.  C.

CHICAGO,  ILL. 

New  rule  for  the  better  protection  of 
members  in  America,  Australia  and 
Africa.  The  American,  Australian  and 
African  Council  have  the  right  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  the  members  under  their  juris¬ 
diction  the  question  of  holding  a  conven¬ 
tion.  For  the  purpose  of  formulating 
plans,  discussing  tactics  and  policy  to  be 
persued  to  protect  our  members  and  the 
interest  of  the  society,  and  extend  its 
influence,  discuss  methods  of  propoganda 
with  the  end  in  view  of  increasing  our 
membership,  but  no  law  shall  be  enter¬ 
tained  or  resolutions  passed  that  in  any 
way  conflict  with  the  constitution  of  the 
society  or  interfere  with  the  established 
benefits,  but  they  may  formulate  new 
propositions  to  constitution  for  submis¬ 
sion  to  representative  body  and  final  re¬ 
ferendum,  giving  brief  reason  for  such 
desired  changes. 


TIMES  FOE  CONVENTION. 

Convention  shall  not  be  oftener  than 
two  years,  unless  some  emergency 
arises  where  eight  branches  by  majority 
vote  of  those  voting  on  the  question  at 
summonsed  meeting  for  that  purpose 
shall  petition.  The  Council  which  has 
been  petitioned  shall  submit  the  question 
to  their  members  without  comment,  also 
submit  the  place  of  meeting. 

REPRESENTATION. 

Representatives  shall  be  one  delegate 
to  every  two  hundred  members  taken 
from  last  quarter’s  report,  preceding  call¬ 
ing  convention. 

QUALIFICATION. 

Any  member  of  three  years’  standing, 
excepting  apprentice,  shall  be  eligible 
for  nomination  and  election  providing 
he  is  entitled  to  benefit  in  accordance 
with  that  section  of  rule  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  under. 

Election  to  be  conducted  in  same 
manner  as  delegates  to  representatives’ 
meeting  in  every  respect  excepting  what 
is  specifically  stated  in  this  rule. 

COMPENSATION  OF  DELEGATES. 

Each  delegate  shall  be  paid  his  regular 
day  rate  of  wages  for  actual  time  lost. 
If  not  working  they  shall  be  paid  the 
rate  of  the  district  they  represent,  they 
shall  be  paid  two  dollars  per  day  ex¬ 
penses  unless  they  reside  within  io  miles 
of  where  convention  is  held,  then  they 
shall  be  paid  one  dollar  per  day  expenses 
and  railroad  fare. 

OFFICERS  ATTENDING. 

Secretary  of  Council  organizers  shall 
attend  whether  as  delegates  or  not,  but 
shall  have  no  vote  unless  they  are  regu¬ 
lar  elected  delegates. 

FIRST  CONVENTION. 

First  convention  shall  be  held  after 
adopting  this  rule  and  every  two  years 
after  as  requested  by  majority  vote  of 
members.

RULE  XVIII. 

AMERICAN-CANADIAN  AND 
AUSTRALASIAN  COUNCILS. 

1.  There  shall  be  an  American-Cana- 
cildian  Council,  and  an  Australasian  and 
African  Council,  vested  with  authora- 
tative  and  administrative  powers,  suffi¬ 
cient  to  enable  them  to  protect  the  in¬ 
terest  of  our  trade,  and  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  society  on  the  American 
continent,  Africa  and  Australasia.  Their 


duties  shall  be  as  hereafter  set  forth 
subject  generally  to  the  rules  of  the  so¬ 
ciety,  and  to  the  Final  Appeal  Commit¬ 
tee. 

2.  These  Councils  shall  elect  their  own 
chairman,  from  the  district  in  which  the 
meetings  are  held;  term  of  office  to  be 
for  twelve  months.  The  secretary  of 
the.  Australasian  Council  shall  be  elected 
by  the  votes  of  the  Australasian  members 
and  shall  be  selected  for  three  years. 
Councilmen  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of 
45  cents  for  each  meeting,  and,  if  resid¬ 
ing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  place 
of  meeting,  they  shall  be  paid  the  lowest 
return  railway  fare  in  addition.  They 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  eighteen 
months,  an  election  to  take  place  every 
nine  months,  .the  majority  and  minority 
retiring  alternately.  Members  must  be 
at  least  five  years  in  the  society  at  the 
time  of  nomination.  They  shall  issue  a 
monthly  journal  for  the  area  under  their 
respective  jurisdiction  if  the  members  so 
desire  it,  and  they  may  also,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  unemployed  rule  issue 
traveling  cards  to  branches  under  their 
jurisdiction. 

3.  The  American-Canadian  and  Aus¬ 
tralasian  Councils  may  consult  their 
members  whenever  they  deem  it  neces¬ 
sary  on  the  propriety  of  raising  or  re¬ 
plenishing  a  strike  fund,  special  relief 
fund,  or  a  fund  for  granting  assistance 
to  our  own  and  other  trades,  and  legal 
defense  fund;  and,  in  the  event  of  mem¬ 
bers  granting  such  funds,  shall  disburse 
the  same  for  the  branches  within  their 
jurisdiction,  and  the  American,  Austral¬ 
asian  and  African  members  shall  not  be 
liable  to  any  other  levies  for  these  special 
funds.  They  shall  estimate  the  amount 
realized  by  levy  upon  the  same  principle 
as  is  adopted  by  the  Executive  Council. 
They  may  open  new  branches,  shall  have 
power  to  issue  a  monthly  journal  and 
an  abstract  of  the  financial  reports  of 
the  American-Canadian,  Australasian 
and  African  branches,  and  shall  purchase 
all  stationery  and  books  that  may  be  re¬ 
quired  for  the  purposes  of  the  society  in 
those  countries.  Copies  of  all  their  pub¬ 
lications  to  be  forwarded  to  the  general 
office  of  the  society.  They  shall  also  ar¬ 
range  to  register  traveling  cards,  and 
regulate  the  nomination  and  election  of 
delegates.  They  shall  have  power  to  de¬ 
cide  on  disputed  points  of  rule  in  all 
branches  under  their  jurisdiction,  and 
may  also  authorize  the  registration  as 
per  Rule  XXXV  of  any  of  their  mem¬ 
bers  going  to  a  state  or  territory  where 
there  is  no  branch  of  the  society.

The  amount  raised  in  America  and 
Australasia  Africa  by  superannuation 
levy,  also  funds  not  to  exceed  $5  per 
member,  may  be  invested  on  mortgage 
of  freehold  properties,  or  for  club  house, 
or  other  property  where  security  is  good, 
submitted  by  our  members,  and  in  the 
names  of  the  trustees  of  the  American- 
Canadian  and  Australasian  Councils,  and 
under  such  regulations  as  may  be  passed 
by  the  same  councils,  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Executive  Council. 

The  trustees  of  American-Canadian 
and  Australasian  Africa  Councils  shall 
act  in  and  for  their  respective  countries 
in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same 
powers,  subject  to  their  respective  coun¬ 
cils,  as  the  general  trustees  to  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Council,  to  which  latter  body  all 
transfers  of  money  must  be  reported  as 
soon  as  possible. 

4.  The  American-Canadian  Council 
shall  consist  of  seven  members,  five  re¬ 
siding  and  belonging  to  branches  situ¬ 
ated  in  the  New  York  district  area,  and 
two  belonging  to  branches  as  far  south 
as  Philadelphia,  north  as  Waterbury, 
and  west  as  Schenectady.  These  two  to 
be  called  upon  on  all  questions  of  tac¬ 
tics  to  be  pursued,  and  question  involv¬ 
ing  the  interest  of  the  branches  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  A.  and  C.  C. 

The  five  to  deal  with  minor  questions 
alone,  such  as  special  relief  grants,  indi¬ 
vidual  strike  claims,  equalization  of 
funds  and  minor  questions  of  rule.  They 
shall  be  nominated  and  elected  by  the 
aggregate  votes  of  all  the  American  and 
Canadian  branches,  but  no  one  branch 
shall  be  allowed  at  any  one  time  to  have 
more  than  one  representative  on  the 
Council.  They  shall  superintend  the 
printing  of  rule  books  for  the  use  of 
American  members,  such  books  to  be 
printed  in  the  American  currency. 

5.  There  shall  be  an  organizer  for 
New  York  and  vicinity  who  shall  devote 
the  whole. of  his  time  to  society  business; 
he  shall  act  as  secretary  of  American- 
Canadian  Council,  and  do  all  the  work 
connected  with  and  for  that  body;  he 
shall  have  office  room  large  enough  to 
accommodate  American-Canadian  Coun¬ 
cil,  and  district  committee  meetings,  and 
shall  have  an  office  assistant  who  shall 
take  care  of  office  in  his  absence.  He 
shall  be  elected  by  and  from  the  branches 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  American- 
Canadian  Council  for  a  period  of  three 
years ;  salary  to  be  twenty  dollars  per 
week,  but  when  called  10  miles  or  up¬ 
wards  from  office  he  shall  receive  $1.50 
per  day  as  expenses  (railroad,  car  and 


ferry  fares  in  addition).  He  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  the  American-Cana¬ 
dian  Council,  and  render  a  strict  account 
to  that  body.  Such  portions  of  his  re¬ 
port  that  are  of  interest  to  the  society 
shall  be  published  in  th'e  Monthly  Jour¬ 
nal.  In  addition  to  the  above,  there 
shall  be  one  general  organizer  under  the 
direction  of  the  American-Canadian 
Council,  who  can  be  moved  from  place  to 
place  under  the  American  and  Canadian 
Council’s  jurisdiction  as  may  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  society.  He  shall 
have  been  a  member  five  years,  and  shall 
receive  as  salary  $20  per  week;  when  10 
miles  from  home,  $1.75  per  day  as  ex¬ 
penses.  What  is  not  specifically  stated 
here  will  be  governed  by  organizers  Rule 
1 6. 

6.  The  Australasian  Council  shall  be 
located  in  Melbourne,  and  consist  of 
members  residing  within  15  miles  from 
place  of  meeting.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  arrangements  so  that 
Australasian  branches  may  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  any  labor  legislation  which  may 
be  enacted  in  the  Australasian  colonies. 
They  shall  also  have  power  to  submit 
to  the  votes  of  the  Australasian  members 
the  question  of  the  appointment  of  an 
organizer  for  Australasia,  at  a  salary  of 
$18  per  week.  The  salary  of  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Australasian  Council  shall 
be  $210  per  annum.  He  shall  be  elected 
by  the  votes  of  the  Australasian  members 
and  shall  be  elected  for  three  years. 

7.  Any  of  these  councilmen  neglecting 
their  duties,  without  giving  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  reason,  shall  for  the  first  offense  be 
fined  75  cents,  for  the  second  offense 
$1.50,  and  for  the  third  offense  the  Coun¬ 
cil  shall  have  power  to  declare  his  seat 
vacant.  A  quorum  of  full  council  to  be 
in  favor  of  same. 

8.  Should  any  district  request  of 
American  and  Canadian  Council  or  the 
Australasian  Council  the  right  to  place 
a  local  representative  in  the  field,  the 
Council  shall  have  the  right  to  authorize 
the  district  committee  to  take  the  votes 
upon  the  question.  If  the  votes  are  fav¬ 
orable  any  full  or  trade  member  who 
has  been  in  the  society  two  years  and  is 
otherwise  qualified  may  stand  for  elec¬ 
tion  to  the  position.  Salary  to  be  $18  per 
week  with  car-fare  and  other  legitimate 
expenses  approved  by  the  district  com¬ 
mittee.  If  it  should  appear  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil  after  investigation  that  the  officer  is 
neglecting  his  duties,  or  in  any  way  in¬ 
juring  the  society,  or  that  the  cost  of 
representative  far  exceeds  the  benefits 
accruing  from  such;  official,  they  shall 


have  the  right  to  abolish  said  office  in 
any  district.  All  districts  agree  to  raise 
by  assessment  one-half  of  the  entire  sal¬ 
ary  and  expenses  of  local  representatives 
by  assessments. 

Approved,  8,  6,  26,  22,  9,  Committee. 

Report  carried  unanimously. ' 

Committee  recommended  that  rule  re¬ 
lating  to  railway  fare  remain  as  at 
present.  Adopted  by  convention. 

Suggestion  by  7,  seconded  by  14: 

That  this  convention  recommend  that 
Secretary  of  A.  &  C.  Council  forward  a 
copy  of  monthly  report  to  each  outside 
corresponding  member  at  the  same  time 
that  reports  are  sent  to  branches;  rejected. 

From  Philadelphia  No.  2. 

Proposed  by  14,  seconded  by  13,  that 
the  E.  C.  council,  London,  England,  in¬ 
struct  all  secretaries  that  “they  must  send 
all  clearances  to  U.  S.  of  America  and 
Canada  if  members  are  at  work  in  these 
countries  named. 

Committee  approve,  1,  16,  20,  23. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  committee 
report  be  concurred.  Carried. 

Clause  2. 

Not  approved  of  by  committee  as  profit 
and  loss  is  tabulated  on  the  whole  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  yearly  report. 


As  to  individual  member,  great  diffi¬ 
culty  will  be  met  with  as  clearances  only 
state  what  benefits  were  received  dur¬ 
ing  previous  12  months.  Previous  rec¬ 
ord  being  in  a  sense  lost. 

Moved  by  14  and  seconded  by  4  that 
committee  report  be  concurred.

Bros.  Mahl 
and  Hawksworth  both  agreed  to  this. 
Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  this  conven¬ 
tion  beg  most  respectfully  to  tender  their 
hearty  thanks  to  the  members  of  Cleve¬ 
land  and  District  for  their  hearty  recep¬ 
tion  tendered  to  this  delegation  while  in 
Cleveland,  and  also  fully  recognize  the 
great  interest  taken  in  the  matter  by  our 
brother,  J.  Edwards.  Carried. 

Report  of  committee  on  finance  adopt¬ 
ed. 

Moved  and  seconded  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  president  of  the  convention.  Car¬ 
ried.

Brief  Notes  of  Prominent  Delegates  Present;  Reception  at  the 
American  House  Wednesday  Night,  and  Entertainment, 
Banquet  and  Ball  in  Honor  of  Delegates  Friday  Night, 


BRIEF  NOTES  OF  PROMINENT 
DELEGATES  PRESENT. 

Bro.  JOHN  DIXON,  Chairman  of 
Convention,  has  been  a  leading  member 
of  Toronto  Branch  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  is  a  very  able  presiding  offi¬ 
cer.  It  is  largely  due  to  his  ability  that 
so  much  work  was  done  in  such  a  short 
time.  Being  an  Irishman  by  birth,  he 
posesses  that  wit  so  characteristic  of 
these  people,  and  he  used  it  to  great 
effect  in  determining  the  way  out  of 
a  tangle.  He  is  a  splendid  entertainer, 
and  our  Canadian  brethren  have  a  right 
to  be  proud  of  him. 

#  Bro.  JOHN  NOLAN,  of  Boston, 
joined  the  Maryleborn  Branch  in  the  last 
year  of  his  apprenticeship,  in  1869.

Bro.  H.  SWIFT,  of  Troy,  came  from 
Great  Bridge,  England,  in_i8go.  Joined 
Troy  Branch  in  1892.  Like  most  secre¬ 
taries,  he  sees  the  need  of  our  society 
taking  more  aggressive  measures  to  or¬ 
ganize.  He  is  a  jovial  officer  to  come  in 
contact  with. 

Bro.  F.  DINELY,  of  Newport  News, 
joined  the  A.  S.  of  E.  in  1897.  Came  to 
America  in  1900.  He  is  a  young  man 
and  secretary  of  one  of  our  most  prom¬ 
ising  new  branches,  which  has  done  good 
work  in  securing  employment  for  our 
members  of  late. 

Bro.  J.  R.  HINNEGAN,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia,  joined  the  A.  S.  of  E.  in^f§§4:  He 
is  a  native  of  Pennsylvania.  It  is  largely 
due  to  his  efforts,  backed  by  members  of 
Philadelphia,  that  the  convention  was 
held.

boy  and  at  other  work  around  the  mines. 
He  learned  the  trade,  then  joined  the  I. 
A.  of  M.’s  in  1892,  from  which  organiza¬ 
tion  he  withdrew  to  join  the  A.  S.  of  E. 
in  1896.  He  has  been  a  member  of  a 
union  from  his  21st  year  without  a  break. 
He  is  unassuming  in  his  ways,  but  a 
good,  careful  debater  and  with  life  and 
health  will  no  doubt  be  heard  from  again 
•in  the  deliberations  of  the  A.  S.  of  E. 

Bro.  H.  E.  PLOWMAN,  of  Brooklyn, 
is  a  young  man'  but  experienced.  He 
joined  the  A.  S.  of  E.  at  20,  and  has  be¬ 
longed  to  the  following  branches  :  Vaux 
hall,  New  York,  Chicago  and  Joliet. 

Bro.  I.  A.  CO  WEN,  of  Youngstown, 
joined  Cleveland  No.  1,  1893.  He  was 
the  only  son  of  his  father  present,  that 
is,  where  both  were  present.  He  seemed 
to  delight  in  trying  to  catch  Cowen,  Sr., 


off  his  guard  and  have  the  chair  call  him 
down,  but  the  chair  stated  that  it  was 
family  matters  and  he  refused  to  mix  in 
with  it.

Committee  of  Our  Relations  to  Sister 
Unions,  and  acted  on  other  committees. 
He  is  a  scrapper  and  will  be  heard 
whether  agreed  with  or  not.  Though  we 
may  disagree  with  what  he  advocates,  no 
one  who  has  heard  him  can  question  his 
honesty  to  do  the  very  best  for  the  so¬ 
ciety. 

Bro.  H.  GOAT,  of  New  York,  has 
been  in  harness  ever  since  he  became  a 
member.  He  served  on  A.  and  C.  C.  dis¬ 
trict  committee  and  other  committees,  al¬ 
ways  willing  to  take  a  hand  and  help  to 
push  the  work  along,  so  it  was  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  he  would  take  a  prominent  part 
in  the  convention  and  help  to  shape  its 
policy,  which  he  did.  He  is  still  a  young 
man  with  many  years  of  good  service  for 
the  A.  S.  of  E.  ahead  of  him.
